Seccflions and Seditions, «Terms pro- 
mituoufly ufed by Roman Authors, and which feem 
to differ only in the Degree) ‘were frequently the 
Works of thefe worthy Patriots, brought about by 
falfe Alarms, falfe Suggeftions, imaginary Grievances 
and Caufes, which the People themfelves as little 
felt as they injoy’d the Remedics.. . °°

Delefsum impedire, is through- 
out Livy, the laft Refource of all difappointed Tri- 
bunes, chufing rather to. expofe their Country, 
naked and defcnceiefs, to the Enemy, than not go- 
vero it them felves in the manner their own Rage and 
Ambition dicated to them, 

As frequently, however, and as dangeroufly as the 
Roman People were deluded, when tie Peril be- 
came imminenr, and the Caufe of their Country 
cry'd aloud for rheir Affitance, they never failed 10 
give it. They lifted chearfully, ferv’d bravely, and 
made thattimcly Diftinétion berween thofe fedirious 
Hunters after Power, and the true Friends of their 
Conftitution, which fecur’d their Rights and Privi- 
leges at Home, and led them to almoft-certain Con- 
queft Abroad. ,

Courfes, to 
live fobetly, and to endeavour to get his Living by 
honeft Means. 

He faid the Crime for which he fuffer’d Death, 
was not the firft Offence ; bur acknowledged that he,
